Princess Louise, daughter 
King Charles XV of Sweden gnd 
Norway, was the tallest and the 
richest Princess In Europe when 
she became Queen of Denmark in 
1906 upon the ascendance of her 
husband, Crown Prince Frederick, 
who succeeded to the threne of 
bis father, King Christian 1X, when 
the latter died January 39. 1906, 
in his eighty-eighth year. 


BROUGHT SUOCESS 

For a brief six years the strik- 
ingly beautiful, serious-minded 
and notoriously democratic Queen 
Loulse remained upon the throne 
with her popular and much-wor- 
shiped consort, King Frederick 
VIII, who conducted the affaira of 
his government in such & manner 
that he frequently was spoken of 
as one of the most competent 
business men who ever guided the 
destinies of a kingdom. Queen 
Louise's part in the happiness and 
prosperity this short reigr brought 
to the people of Denmark was 
fully recognized throughout con- 
tinental Fourope. 

The sudden and  wnexpected 
death of King Frederick from a 
stroke of oplexy while he was 
walking unknown and unattended 
the streets of Hiamburg, Cermany. 
on the night of May 16, 1912, end- 
ed Queen Loulee’s tenure. where- 
upon she stepped down from the 
throne in faverr of aer eldest son, 
Crown Prince Christian, and’ his 
wife, who was the Duchess Alex- 
andrine of Mecklenburg. 

Doweger Queen Louise was born 
October 31. 1861. It has often 
been sald that her leanings to- 
ward democracy were directly due 
to her recent ancestry, as her 
grandmother was the famous 
Desiree Clary, a  tradesmaun’s 
daughter, whe captivated Bona- 
parte and later married Marshal 
Bernadotte, subsequently the King 
of Sweden and Norway.

Louise was married to Crown 
Prince Frederick,’ bringing to the 
reigning house of Denmark the 
buge fortunes which she nad in- 
brerited from Princess Loulee of 
Orange, daughter of Prince Wil- 
liam Fréderich of the Netherlands. 
She was 45 years of age when her 
husband, af the age of 61, suc- 
ceeted h's father.

huge fortune; acted many times 
in an advisory capacity to the aged 
King Christian, and farticipated 
over a period of twenty years In 
some of the most important po- 
litical moves in Europe.

This 
latter characteristic was brought 
out most prominently in her social 
war on Princess Maud, youngest 
daughter of King Edward VII of 
England, which lasted for many 
years.

| The strict measures taken by 
Dewar and Deputy Sheriff Aguirre. 
the personal representative in the 
jail of Sheriff Traeger, followed a 
clot in one ef the tanks on Friday 
inigt: which came only a few min- 
utes after Traeger announced the 
appointment of Dewar to succeed 
David E. Croushorn as jailer. 


RIOT STARTED 

Twenty-four men in one of the 
tanks started a riot and an 
breaking up articles in their tanks 
and destroying the electric lights 
by hurling objects at. them. De- 
war end Aguirre rushed to the 
tank and immediately issued or- 
cers that the privileges of the in- 
mates be taken away. The 4dis- 
turbance quieted immediately. 

The prisoners, it was stated, have 
taken every advantage oc the offi- 
cers in charge of the fail since the 
escapes and Dewar declared even 
stricter measures will be enforced 
in the future if an immediate 
change is not roted among the 
prisoners. 

“I realize thie jall is merely for 
detaining persons until they can 
have a trial but if they don't act 
fairly and treat us fairly we will 
resort to the strictest methods to 
discipline them.” Dewar stated. “I 
am go. to run this jail, not the 
prisoners, and just as soon as ev- 
erybody realizes this we will all 
ket along better.” 

Following the clamping down of 
the lid by Dewar a change was no- 
ticed immediately, according to a 
number of turnkeys. 

The reorganization undertaken 
by Dewar and Aguirre is in no 
sense a shake-up, Dewar state. 
The four men who will be re- 
lieved of their duties will he 
transferred to other work on 
Treeger's force, in all probability 
as bailiffs. it.will take at least a 
week. Dewar stated, to complete 
the reorranization. 

“I want every mah in the jail 
to know et this time no one is to 
be fired.” Dewar declared. 
don't want the reorganization 
work to interfere in any way with 
the men or for them te become 
worried about their jobs. Every 
man will be assigned to the work 
I think he is beset fitted for. That 
is all the reorganization means.” 

Yesterday fourteen new guards 
for the jail were appointed by 
Traecer and Undersherif Bis- 
caliluz under authority of a rese- 
lution adopted by the Board of 
Supervisors. These appointments 
were made as emergencies only 
Biecnliluz stated, and the comple- 
ment is now complete. The men 
appointed have had experience 
and as a result the day. night and 
morning shifts now have double 
forces on duty. 

“WEAPONS” REMOVED 
Dewar yesterday also ordered 
moved from the jail every possible 
implement which could be used 
by vorisoners as weapons. This in- 
cluded a collection of relics cath- 
ered by Maj. Loving, custodian of 
the wil. repe and other objects 
left behind »y workmen. A tank 
of tear cae also was placed in the 
jall to provide means to cope with 
unruly prisoners. 

It was pointed out yesterday that 
the new jail quarters are now al- 
moat filled to capacity. The jall 
has accommodations for 1400 
prisoners and yesterday the books 
showed the present total is 1183. 
Additional space for the jail in 
the new Hall of Justice soon will 
be needed,.it was stated yesterday 
if the num centinues to swell 
as it has in the past.

In the League all the nations 
were equality in the Assem- 
bly but the Councl! was made « 
sort of executivé committee, with 


su ry ere over the lurger 
body. In the original Council the 
great powers a majority of 


the membership and these mem- 
berships were made permanent. 
There were to be five euch mem- 
bers: Britain, France, Italy, Japan 
and the United States. Four non- 
permanent members were to be 
elected by the Assembly. It was 
understood that if Ruesia and Ger- 
many should join in the future 
they should have permanent seats. 

Refusal of the United States to 
accept its membership left the

Bearish Ginning Figures 
Surprise, But of Little 
Influence on Market 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

NEW YORK, March 20.—The 
cotton trade was somewhat sur- 
prised today by the final ginning 
figures of the Census Bureau is- 
sued just before the opening of the 
market, making the crop ag large 
as 16,103,000 bales without lMnters.

The petition recites, among other things, 
that: 
For the past four years there has 
been growing up in this community « 
reign of lawlessness and terror, openly 
defying not only the Constitution and 
laws of the State of Illinois, but the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States as well. The people of this 
community find themselves helpless to 


There has been for a long time in 
Chicago a colony of unnaturalized per- 
sons, hostile to our institutions and 
laws, who have formed a supergovern- 
ment of their own-—feudists, biack- 
handers, members of the Mafla—who 
levy tribute upon citizens and enforce 
collection by terrorizing, kidnappings 
and assassinations... . A ring of poli- 
ticians and public officials, operating 
through criminals and dummy directors, 
are conducting a number of breweries 
and selling beer under police protec- 
tion. Connivance of the city and coun- 
ty law-enforcing officials with the gang- 
sters has fostered a condition in which 
the people of this community find them- 
selves helpless. 

Where there is such a volume of smoke 
darkening a single municipality there must 
be considerable fire. The Better Govern- 
ment Association counts in its membership 
thousands «of citizens whose probity and 
loyalty to their city and their government 
are above suspicion. When such a group 
as this appeals for Federal aid td suppress 
crime, the protests of Chicago's Mayor and 
other municipal officials that Chicago has 
less crime in proportion to its population 
than any other city in the world are likely 
to awaken the suspicion in the country at 
large that their assertions are colored by 
personal interest. 

While the petition for Federal aid was 
recommended.back unfavorably by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Emigration on the 
grounds that the Senate is without author- 
ity to interfere in the local affairs of a 
municipality, the national attention which 
it attracted has led to a general discus- 
sion in the press of the country concerning 
what the Federal] government can do and 
should do in such a contingency. It is sig- 
nificant that the only denials that the a!- 
leged conditions actually exist and the only 
aspersions cast at the committee come 
from the public officials of Chicago and 
Cook county. . Their plea of not guilty does 
not seem to be supported by the evidence. 
Where are the muckrakers of the befove- 
the-war era? Why have they not investi- 
gated these conditions and made them 
known to the world through the so-called 
popular magazines? Alas, their pens are 
idle and their voices are dumb. Lincoln 
Steffens and his brood were interested in 
the alleged corruption of American c'ties 
only when the public service corporations 
and “big business” could be impaled as 
their corruptors. As we look back on that 
period now we perceive that it was very 
largely a class movement; and that the 
class’ figured then as the victims is the 
class in which the present reign of law- 
lessness ig bred. Steffens, Reed and a num- 
ber of the other muckrakers left the Amer- 
lean cities to their fate to champion the 
cause of the Bolsheviki. The labor union 
bosses, the politicians and the criminal 
rings are united to prey upon Chicago: and 
it appears from the petition of the Better 
Government Association that they are get- 
ting away with it. 


While it is apparent that good govern- 
ment in Chicago must come from within. 
that we cannot turn out the Army and 
Navy to police the Windy City, there is a 
lesson for other populous cities to draw 
from Chicago's distress. Political rings 
invariably degenerate into criminal rings. 
That is the record of American cities for 
a century, from New York under Boss 
Tweed to Chicago under its present un- 
savory bosses. 3 

We have seen in Los Angeles evidences 
of the formation of such a_ political chain, 
and if that chain is not broken by the 
counter-organization of good citizens, it 
does not require a prophet to discern what 
the end will be. When the political rings 
of a city, a county and a State are linked 
with the criminal rings that exist in great- 
er or less numbers in ali communities, se- 
curity for life and property falls away 
below par. 

Federal mops may not be available for 
cleaning up such refuse, but that is no rea- 
son why the forces of good in Chicago an 
elsewhere should capitulate to corruption 
and crimes of violence.

For the founders realized the 
importance of protecting the na- 
tion from sudden waves of pop 
ular feeling, from spasms due to 
activity of agitators, and from re 
sults of hearing but one side of 
the case. The mass of the people 
have the final right to be heard 
and to decide. but they are not 
statesmen. The justification of 
universal suffrage is not that the 
people at large are likely to de 
cide difficult matters, er in fact 
any questions. more wisely than 
their representatives, but because 
if they are not heard they will 
suffer oppression. For whoever 
-rules in any nation without veto 
will use power in his own interest, 


real or supposed. The wide range 
of the ballot makes for individual 
freedom. It constitutes a great 
training school in civics which in 
time may bring good government, 
for there is no other system which 
can make good government per- 
manent. 

The constitutional division of 
powers between the executive, the 
legislative and the judicial 
branches, leaving the final, but 
not immediate, decisions to the 
majority of the people, has + been 
approved by our own best opinion. 
The division of authority gives 
time for passion to calm, for ad- 
justments to be made, for states 
manship to make itself felt. An 
actual statesman is one who can 
see all sides of any question, who 
knows his opponent's point of 
view as well as his own, who has 
in mind world welfare rather than 
the triumph of his party or even 
of his nation. If the various coun- 
tries were guided by statesmen, 
there could be no wars, no ruin- 
ous “fruits of victory” and no final 
bankruptcy. Except for war, no 
nation today need have a cent of 
debt nor any inflation of credit. 

h war some great nations 
are in fact absolutely bankrupt, 
and others hang on the verge o 
the abyss with interested “blocs” 
struggling to push them In.

While wars in the past, as Vol- 
tafre asserts, have been due to “the 
selfishness of princes and the intol- 
erance of priests” the leading mo- 
tive im recent years haa been. the 
fear of the loss of power om ie 
part of militarists, of politicians 
and exploiters’ generally. The dic 
tum of Von Treitechke has been all 
powerful: “Foreign war is the 
swift remedy for internal unrest 
and loss of patriotism.” Military 
talk today, in lands supposedly 
peaceful, is occupied with discus 
sions of what “the enemy” may do 
unless we swell our fleet and pile 
up our Gibraltars. This ts not 
modified but rather encouraged by 
the fact that, to America, no “en- 
emy” exists. But in one form or 
another our own militarists still 
echo these words of their crest- 
fallen kindred in Japan, paralyzed 
for the time being by the Washin&- 
ton Arms Conference, temporarily 
revived by the raw tone of our re 
cent Immigration Act.

W.C.T.U. to Sell Present Structure and Open Drive 
_for Funds to Construct Larger Building 


Established twenty-five year 
ago as a ransom for girls, the 
Southern California Home for 
Women was changed into the 


Home for Deserted Women and 
Children after the opening up of 
the Door of Hope and the Flor- 
ence Crittenden Home. Then, about 
twenty years ago, when many other 
orphanages began to appear, the 
hame and functiohe of the home 
were changed and since that time 
only aged women have been ad- 
mitted. 

The present home consists of a 
three-story structure with forty- 
two rooms, a four-room cottage 
and a Memorial Hall, in which the 
more helpless members are cared 
for. For many years the home 
has accommodated between fortv 
and fifty inmates. Today there are 
forty-seven boarders, four of them 
more than ninety years old, but 
there is a long list of women wait- 
ing for admittance. These will find 
a place in the new home, which 
will accommodate more than 100 
guests.

Mercury ds Fickle 


In regard to temperature, it is just the same, only the 
example is more startling. We have had hot spells and 
cold spells, but never, since the foundation of the Weather 
Bureau, has the average maximum temperature for a year 
gone above 63 deg. or below 60 deg. 

The’ average high maximum temperature for the 
year 1877 was 62 deg. and the average high maximum 
temperature for the year 1925 was 63.8 deg. That shows 
a variance of 1.08 deg. But the weather hasn’t got 
warmer by 1.08 deg. during the last forty-nine years. 

The average maximum temperature for 1916 was 
only 60.9 deg. An average maximum temperature taken 
from a compilation of all annual averages since 1877 
gives an average of 62.5 deg. In other words, Southern

California’s temperature varies a little each year, bu 
never gets very far from the average of 62 deg.

Citizens Indignant 


“Some years ago it was believed that the weather 
had changed in Southern Russia,” he says. “A country, 
usually receiving only a small qyantity of water, was 
visited by torrential rains. When'these rains continued 
for several seasons the weather men became interested. 

“Experts were sent to the country visited by the rains. 
They discovered that there was no change in the condi- 
tions that make weather what it is. Simply another case 
of unusually heavy rains. The rains ceased after a num- 
ber of years and the eternal law of average will soon have 
swept away any indication that the country is getting 
wetter.”

‘this claim. He said the weather was the same in ‘Western 


Kansas as it had always been. The real estate men were 
indignant and up in arms in a moment. .They asked the 
weather man to look for himself. Where once had been 
hard, caked lands, unfit for any kind of cultivation, now 
stood great acreages of corn, imbedded in fertile soil: 
Congress Invoked 

“But still the weather man would not be convinced. 
He insisted that they were wrong when they claimed that 
the weather had changed in Western Kansas. The real 
—_ men went to Congress and demanded an expla- 
nation. 

“And here is how the weather man explained: He 
admitted that a dozen years before Western Kansas was 
a land unfit for cultivation. He admitted that the country 
was flooded in winter, that Uncontrollable torrents cut 
canyons in the muds yards deep and that the land baked 
under a hot sun during the summer months. . 

“But it was man sae not the elements that brought 
the change, he i . He pointed out that as soon as 
men began to cultivate the land much of the water which 
had run in torrents was absorbed by the soil. 

“Tillage and planting kept the land from caking in 
summer. As the work proceeded so did the ‘change in 
the weather.’ Finally men swore that the rains were less 
heavy in winter and the sun less hot in summer. 

“But they were wrong, the weather man explained. 
It was the hard work of men and not a lucky change ip 
the weather that had wrought the miracle. And so it is 
with Southern California,” Col. Hersey concluded. “Each 


~year men swear that the weather is getting better and 


better. But the weather man smiles. It is man who is 
getting better and better.”

The founding of the univeraity 
is an absorbing chapter. ©m- 
bodied in the State Constitution 
framed at Monterey in 1849, 
which declared it must be estab 
lished, the design and injunction 
could not be realized for twenty 
years, though efforts were fre- 
quent. May 1, 1853, Rev. Henry 
Durant of Massachusetts, Yale 
man and pastor of a little New 
England village church, who had

This strong 
but gentle spiritual character, un- 
wavering in his determination, 
went at once into action. 


Founded College 


Renting a former “fandango” 
house in Oakland, then a hamlet 
of a few hundred persons set in 
a grove of glistening oaks, he 
opened an academy with thrée 
puplisa--the real nucleus at 
Broadway and Fifth streets. Soon 
it was moved to Twelfth street 
and gradually grew into a college, 
then became the university, re- 
matning there four years as such. 
March 1, 1858, the present per- 
manent location was decided upon 
by the board. April 16, 1860, the 
trustees drove to the grounds 
and met about what is now 
Founders’ Rock. The Bishop of 
Berkeley, an Englishman figuring 
in this country’s history, and to 
whom Poe ascribed “every virtue 
under heaven,” had written a fine 
poem on “The Prospect of Plant- 
ing Arts and Learning in Amer- 
ica.” This inspired one of the 
trustees on the spot to name the 
site for the British divine and 
scholar. But it was Durant who 
discovered the ideal place. 

March 23, 1868, the charter. 
drawn up by Hon. John W. Dwi- 
nelle, was passed by the Legisia 
ture. Durant was elected the 
first president and served two 
years. Delays prevented occu- 
pancy of the Berkeley site until 
1873, hence inetruction was begun 
in Oakland Sept. 25, 1869, with 
forty students and one faculty 
member for every four. A year 
later the advantages enjoyed by 


men were extended to women, -

Radio equipment has come to 
be one of the most important items

NAVY MAKES NOVEL TESTS 


Transmission by Short Wave Found Practical in 
Daylight From Coast to Coast 


Recent radio tests between the naval stations at Bellevue, D. C., 
and Mare Island, Cail., have demonstrated that the use of the short 
wave lengths 13.1 and 13.4 meters is practical In daytime transcon- 
tinental radio communications, according to naval radio engineers. 
This is believed the first time signals have been transmitted success- 


fully for 3000 miles in daylight on as low as 18.1 meters. 


Although 


the Navy is proud of its achievement, it is planning to try out even 
lower channels to ascertain what short waves can be used practically. 


The aim of this particular ex- 
periment at the naval research 
laboratory is toward economy’, 
since short-wave messages can be 
transmitted with less power than 
when long waves are employed. 
The naval Annapolis arc station, 
for example, uses about 350 kilo- 
watts in its long-range transmis- 
sion, Whereas the recent tests suc- 

in shooting code messages

watts. If this research work 
proves practical, it is hoped that 
eventually the Navy may erect 
onc-kilowatt transmitters, which 
ean carry long distance on” short 
waves. They would cost around 
$10,000, as against the present cost 
of high-vowered long-wave sta- 
tions BApproximating $1,000,000. 
Such e saving would be far in ad- 
vance of any practical economy 
plan contemplated and would be 
reflected also in the. maintenance 
of stations, if only a hundredth or 
even a tenth of the power was re- 
quired. 


WILL, GO LOWER 

Although the 13.1 and: 13.4 
meter triale were one way; that is, 
from Bellevue to the Pacific sta- 
Hon, there is po reason why 4 
similar transmitter located in San 
Francisco would not carry east- 
ward equally well. As it happened, 
the Mare Island station answered 
on the seventy-meter wave, a chan- 
nel found very serviceable at 
night. 

The naval radio engineers are 
seeking even shorter waves avatl- 
able for practical use in daylight. 
They are attempting to disprove a 
theory that the channels between 
ten and fourteen meters are use- 
lees for this type of service. Their 
present plans include tests with 
wave lengths sround ten, eleven 
and twelve meters. These chan- 
nels ace being tested out experi- 
mentally, to pick out a practical 
short-wave route for day traffic. 
They are not assigned exclusively 
to the Navy. The present short 
waves allocated to the naval serv- 
ice lie within the 16.6 to 18.7; the 
21.4 to 26.3; 33 to 37.5 and 66.3 t« 
76-meter bands. 

DRAWBACK SHOWN 

Naval experts point out, how- 
ever, that these short channels are 
useful on'y in pcint-to-point serv- 
ice. The vagertes of the short 
waves with their satrangs inaudi- 
bility at some points, make those 
channels impractical for. - broad, 
cast purposes or transmitting gen 
eral dispatches to the feet: the 
ships of which are at different dis- 
tances from the transmitting ‘ste- 
tion.

For the many readers to whom 
the term “Impedance” is some- 
thing of a mystery. the following 
explanation may be of aid—it & 
not intended for engineers. “Th 
direct-current circuite—vacuum 
tube filament circuits, for example 


i——the resistance controls the flow 


of current,” writes Keith Hennes 
in the April.

Within the last twelve months 
disquieting reports began to come 
from Europe as to distress in the 
Jewish communities of Russia. 
Poland, Bessarabia, Galicia and 
other countries. The Zionist or- 
Zanigation of America called an 
extraordinary conference in Balti- 
more to consider the consolidation 
of all American Jewish efforta for 
construction work in Palestine. 
This conference was attended al- 
so by several hundred delegates. 
The conference launched a §5,000,- 
000 campaign for 1926 for Pales- 
tine. The tentative allocation of 
the $15.000.000 te be raised the 
next three years for relief in Baat- 
ern Europe and the $509.000 to be 
raised this year for Palestine, ts 
as follows:

I sat in the Playhouse watching 
“The Copperhead” the other night. 
Mabel Julienne Scott as the mid- 
die-aged wifé and the mother dis- 
covered her husband a traitor, 
heard that her son has died in 
Dattle, and left the stage in hys- 
terics. At the beginning of the 
next act a sweet young blond th 
skipped-onto the stage. We look 
at our program. sweet young 
blond thine wae none other than 
Mabel Julienne Scott! 

Miss Scott is the theatrical sen- 
sation of the hour, and rightly so, 
for she is re a bdrii- 
lian actress. Now she is to have 
her tremendous chance in Bdward 
Knoblock’é “The Lullaby.” that 
tragic drama in which Florence 
Reed scored so hugely a season or 
two ago in New York. 


BLENDS TALENT AND CHARM 

“We just ha@ to have some one 
who was young and lovely as well 
as a fine actress.” explained Lil- 
lian Albertson the other day. “Miss 
Scott, we have discovered, has all 
these attributes. You know that 
after trying out a number of ac-

Upward a ways adventure be- 
gan. Raine hed loosened «a huge 
boulder. It lay in the road, almost 
blocking passage. But by maneuver- 
ing deftly to the edge of the cliff, 
the car got by, and away before 
the edge of the roadbed crumbled. 

On the way tn. the Dix six sud- 
Genly began climbing, and soon 
was winding high up along a rib- 
boned road. This has been blasted 
and chiseled out of mountains of 
sclid granite. Building of this 
road represents one of the finest 
feats of engineering in the country. 
The slopes of the ridges are pre- 
cipttous, granite gorges with near- 
ly | vertical side walls. In close- 
fitting ravines that themselves drop 
down at forty-five-degree. angles 
from the higher elevations, build- 
ing roads wag out of the question. 
So engineers scaled the mountain 
sides, planned their roads, and 
blasted a pathway through, al- 
most seven miles long. This has 
been called “The Million Dollar 
Road,” because it took years and 
vast crews of men to build, plus 
trainloads of explosives, and rock 
dredges of the finest types. But this 
road will never require road-bed 
repairing, unless the mountain 
sides give way. <At some places 
the ravine bottoms are down 2000 


eet. 

Driving over this, man realises 
what technicians had to do tn pre- 
liminary work to make the Sierras 
accessible to motor car travel. And 
the vast problems that confronted 
engineers assert themselves for- 
cibly farther up the range, where 
the road has been bullt to meet the 
hydroelectric power plante that 
man's ingenuity has been able to 
tuck securely into canyon sides, in 
the path of charging water. 

ROMANCE OF KILOWATT 

For in this land is something 
stranger than fiction—the romance 
of the kilowatt.

The American delégates pointed 
out that telephone communication 
between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, a distance approximately the 
same as between London and Bag- 
dad, is entirely satisfactory and 
that in many cases a call can be 
put through within the short space 
of ten minutes. There was a gen- 
eral complaint made regarding the 
difficulties of telephoning interna- 
tionally between the different coun- 
tries of Burope and the Americans 
were heard with a great deal of 
interest.

“For several years it has been customary 
for Imperial Valley lettuce to be billed at 
sixty-five pounds per crate, for the style of 
container which we are using at present, 
known as the Los Angeles crate. It has also 
been customary that on March 1 of each 
year the billing weight be increased to sev- 
enty pounds. Since the railroads have lost 
the revenue from the standard refrigeration, 
they have made strenuous efforts to increase 
the billing weights per crate. The shippers 
succeeded in getting this demand set aside 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
several times, but I have been advised that 
the Commission has ruled that, effective 
March 14, our lettuce shall be billed at sev- 
enty-six pounds. You can see that on a rate 
of $1.73 per hundred, an increase of eleven 
pounds amounts to a considerable tax on a 
carload. 

“Before the ruling went into effect lettuce 
could be billed at sixty-five pounds to all 
eastern points, but when we have wanted to 
ship the same sized package, weighing ex- 
actly the same, to any points in California, 
Oregon or Washington, or in fact, any point 
west of Denver and FE) Paso, we have been 
forced to make the billing at the actual grossa 
weight, less ten pounds. We have had to 
pay freight on the ice in the package, used 
merely as a preservative for the vegetable. 
“Without its use the railroads could not de- 
liver our vegetables in edible condition to 
the consuming market. In other words, there 
has existed before the ruling, a highly dis- 
criminatory rate on lettuce from Imperial 
Valley to Los Angeles, as against the rates 
to eastern points.”

We would not be misunderstood as frown- 
ing on the industry. It has great promise— 
if it is not overdone. Rabbit meat is more 
appeciated today than ever .before. The 
carcasses dress out most attractively 
and besides, the rabbit man nowadays has 
two strings to his bow—meat and fur. 
There are luring possibilities in it and we 
are “for it” without reservation. 

But for the sake of its success we venture 
to whisper a warning in the ears of those 
who are preparing to wade into the rising 
rabbit food. Remember that rabbits multi- 
ply at an amazing rate. and if everybody 
Starts in the business the market will be 
buried under dressed rabbits. We may 
have “Eat Rabbit” weeks six times @ year 
api still be unable as a nation to eat our 
Way to the top of the markets. And the fur 
end of the business should be investigated 
most thoroughly. Because rabbit furs can 
be made into acceptable garmenta and 


door begging for arsenic to go with their 
breakfast lettuce; we may find an aphid 
sitting on a rosebush, chewing nicotine dust 
and spitting tobacco juice all over the flow- 
ers. When the parents of the rising insect 
generation have trained their young grubs 
to eat sugar of lead and inhale hydrocyanic 
acid gas with pleasure, what'll we do? 
Shall we be obliged to return to the works 
and ways of our forefathers apd step on 
them, or laboriously gather them by hand, 
soak them in kerosese and touch a match 
to them? | 

If this immunity business proceeds, it 
will be up to the predaceous insects which 
devour the pests. Their cultivation and de 
velopment will be regarded as more vital 
than it is today. Further, our somewhat half- 


hearted efforts to protect birds will have . 


to be improved. Maybe after a sufficiently 
long time, insects will lose their resistant 
power along the same path on which they 
acquired it, and once more we can resort to 
the measures now in vogue for killing them 
and saving our fruit and vegetables.

FP some gay enthusiast should waylay 
| you on & sunny morning and say: 
“Give me an hour of your time and 
rll take you all over the State and show 
you how grow,” your first reaction 
would probably be more or less patient tol- 
erance and your conclusion th he had 
something to sell. If he add that it 
wouldn't cost you a red cent, you might not 
be so sure and you might even lend him at 
least half an ear. 


As even the tourists know, California is 
“a thousand miles long, a thousand miles 
high and five hundred miles across 
and has something growing on every inch 
of — it.” To see it all ts well 
worth a cross-country trek and months of 
travel up and down the highways into the 
trails. It i¢ a show that costs money 
even though ft is well worth the price of 
admission. So when somebody tells you 
it can be done in an hour, and at a total 
cost of nothing, it smacks of magic. And 
it can be done. 


But it is a magic of médern ingenuity 
and skill rather than of fairies and it may 
be enjoyed again and again. It will not 
vanish with the sun fike the early morning 
cobwebs. It has taken material form in the 
substantial State Exposition Building in 
Exposition Park, Los Angeles. There the 
doors swing open hospitably every morn- 
ing at ten o'clock and stay that way until 
five, except that they close Wednesday aft- 
ernoons and are open holidays and Sun- 
d@ys from two to five. All who wish may 
enter. 

There are moving pictures and exhibits 
of interest and variety in many lines in 
that handsome building, but we are partic- 
ularly concerned just now with a series of 
clever and artistic scenic reproductions of 
the growing, packing, and marketing of 
California's various crops. 

Turn down the corridor to your right as 
you_enter the door. Here,on either side, 
protected by plate glass, is a row of mimic 
stages, brilliantly lighted, whereon tiny 
men and women with diminutive farm ma- 
chinery and doll-house bungalows and cor- 
rals, picture the ranching activities of the 
State. Every bit of the representation is 
done to scale and is scrupulously acourate 
to the most minute detail. The back- 
grounds, large photographic dioramas in 
color, aré most attractive afd realistic and 
the whole blends into one illusive pano- 
rama. Sometimes the sets feature snow- 
capped mountains; sometimes the rolling 
desert sands. In the picturizations of fruit 
orchards, part of the trees are shown in 
blossom and part bearing, the artist occas- 
jonally taking a liberty with nature for the 
sake of wholly covering the season. In 
the case of lemons, for one crop, there is, 
of course, no At the sides of 
some of the scenes will be found packing 
plants, and by the road fronting the ranch 
will be a wayside market. Placards on 
each picture give such information as is 
necessary to supplethent the visual impres- 
sion and make it practical. 

DATE ENES INTEREST 


It is a difficult matter to pick out any 
ene scene as being more interesting than 
any other. There is a perpetual Yascina- 
tion in things to eat and how they grow 
and if they are rather unusual) things, or 
are‘\grown in out-of-the-way places so that 
we do not often see them doing it, there 
ia an added charm of novelty. I suppose 
that to many of the visitors to this corridor 
the dates will prove the main attraction. 
Their desert background is an added note 
of the unusual, especially to visitors from 
the East or Middle West. The date-palms 
are trees of beauty and dignity and the

For those who do not live among them 
and so let them become an old story, the 
orange groves are almost as fascinating 
as the dates. Behind them tower the snow- 
capped mountains, majestic and inspiring. 
And the girls in the tiny packing-houses, 
trig and alert as the yellow fruit seems to 
roll along their tables before them, are so 
nearly alive that one expects to see their 
fingers fly as they do in real life. 

Still different, tn setting and lines of 
trees are the walnuts. The diorama pre- 


sentation of the way they grow and how . 


the nuts are graded and packed, is always 
surrounded by a group of admirers. The 
almond makes a beautiful thing of grow- 
ing, especially when it is in blossom, riv- 
aling the peach in its pink glory, and is 
beautifully pictured. Quite, quite, differ- 
ent, reminiscent of the old days and the 
mission fathers, are the olives, with their 
gnarled and twisted branches and their 
cool gray-green foliage. The pickling 
plants and the off mills add their quota of 
interest to this picture. So it is, on

Yes, the farmer as well as his wife, and 
the clerk who never saw a farm except 
from a car window or auto all are caught 
and held in the interesting webs of this 
State exhibit. For whether you helg to 
grow food or just eat it, here is a univegr- 
sal interest. 

To W. N. Harris, Secretary of the Sixth 
District, Agricultural Association, and su- 
perintendent of the Exposition Building ex- 
hibit, is due most of the credit for the 
whole fine educational display.

Some Common Errors in 
Walnut 


Vincent F. Blaachard, 


Parm Adviser. Ventura County 

VENTURA.—Some growers are surely 
making a serious mistake following the 
planting of walnut trees in not cutting back 
the tops. The general practice in the past 
has been to cut the tops back from four 
to six feet from the ground, depending up- 
on the size of thé trees. in recent years 
the central leader system of training wal- 
nut trees has been demonstrated to grow- 
ers by the agricultural extension service 
representatives, and some growers have 
concluded that the same result can be bet- 
ter aceomplished by not cutting back the 
tops. in the hope that the trees will grow 
from the terminal bud to form the central 
leader. The danger from such a practice 
is that the top of the trunk becomes weak- 
ened, as it is out of balance with the root 
system. tt is necessary to cut back the 
root system when transplanting and this 
throws the tree out of balance unless the 
top is cut back correspondingly. When the 
top is not cut back, the growth of new 
shoots usually is very weak and it takes 
two or three years to start healthy growth. 
Sometimes the top of the trunk .dies and 
the growth of new shoots is lower down on 
the trunk. Even when the top does not die 
back the lower shoots grow more vigorous- 
ly than the terminal shoots and the plan 
of the grower fails. It is better to cut the 
trunk back far enough to provide proper 
balance between top and roots, and to se 
cure the central leader by controlling the 
new shoots. * 


There is the tendency among. walnut 
growers to gauge the cutting off of the 
trunks by measuring a certain distance 
from the ground in topping their trees. 
This is clearly a mistake as many trees are 
not cut back far enough. A tree should be 
eut back according to its size. A small tree 
should be cut much. shorter than a large

Sulzer 
and Streich, El Monte, had the five high 
cows in grade herds of thirty cows or less, 
with a total of 283.6 pounds of fat, second 
place being taken by C. Steiner, Venice, 
whose five high-grade cows made 266.6 
pounds. In the grade class in herds of 
thirty to sixty cows the best five produced 
341.5 pounds of fat and are owned by ~ 
Armstrong, V@nice, second place going to 
five cows in Scott Brothers herd, Pomona, 
that yielded 326.9 pounds of fat. Im grade 
herds of sixty to_150 cows the high five 
produced 340.3 pounds, coming from the 
herd owned by J. D. Donker, El Monte, sec- 
ond being taken by five cows owned by 
Hugo DeGraf, Hynes, that made 317 pounds 
of fat. Adohr Stock Farms took first in 
grade herds of more than 150 cows, five 
cows from this herd making 415.3 pounds 
of butter fat, and second in the class went 
to V. Del Fante whose five high cows pro- 
duced 363.8 pounds of fat. 


The report of the cow-testing association 
of Kern county for February shows that 
918 cows were tested, the average produc- 
tion being 763 pounds of milk and twenty- 
mine pounds of butter fat. The pure-bred 
herd of twenty cows owned by J. L. Sebas- 
tian, Wasco, averaged 1140 pounds of milk 
and 42.6 pounds of butter fat, while a sin- 
gle cow from this herd . produced 2608 
pounds of milk and 95.1 pounds of fat. The 
herd of forty head of Holsteins owned by 
Strief & Miller, Wasco, averaged 1017 
pounds of milk and 38.4 pounds of fat. J. 
Buskermolen’s herd of twenty-seven Hol- 
steins, located at Pond, averaged 794 
pounds of milk and 31.8 pounds of fat; and 
ten Holsteins owned by William Cook of 
Wasco, averaged 906 pounds of milk and 
33.4 pounds of butter fat. 


According to the February cow-testing re- 
port for Kings county 918 cows were test- 
ed, an increase of 182 cows over the pre- 
vious month. The highest individual rec- 
ord for the month was made by a pure-bred 
Holstein that produced 1671 nds of 
milk and 98.6 pounds of fat. e highest 
average for herds of five to fifteen cows 
was made by a grade Jersey-Holstein herd 
that averaged 1076 pounds of milk and 36.7 
pounds of fat. The highest average for 
herds of over fifteen head was made by a 
pure-bred Holsteia herd that averaged 1145 
pounds of milk and 35.3 pounds of fat. Dur- 
ing February twelve boarder cows were 


* sold. The butcher cow and veal calf auc- 


tion held February 25 by the California 
Farm Bureau Marketing Association proved 
very successful, with canner cows selling 
from $16 up and vealers bringing from $8 
to $18 per head, while fat «tock ranged 
from $60 to $78 per head . 


The annual report of the Cow Testing 
Association of Ventura and Santa Barbara 
counties for 1925 shows that theré were 
1268 cows from twenty-two herds tested in 
the two counties during the twelve-month 
period, and 755 cows completing tests. The 
average yield per cow for the year was 
266.56 pounds of butter fat and 7168.4 
pounds of milk. During the year 194 cows 
were culled out of the members’ herds. 
The highest herd average for herds of fit- 
teen cows or less was made by Santa Bar- 
bara County Hospital herd with an average 
of 377.8 pounds of fat per cow for the year. 
In herds gf from fifteen to forty cows, that 
of C. R. Sawyer, Carpenteria, was first with 
an average of 360.56 pounds of fat per cow. 
In herds of more than forty cows the herd 
owned by Laubacher Brothers, Oxnard, 
stood first with an average of 307.2 pounds 
of fat per cow. The highest producing cow 
in the association for the year was an Ayr- 
shire owned by Harmony Dairy, Buellton, 
her production being 598.8 pounds of butter 
fat. Of the total number of cows tested, 
908 from eight herds were from Ventura 
county and 360 cows from fourteen herds 
were from Santa Barbara county.

A PROMISING PRODUCT 

The recent development of methods for 
the manufacture of Roquefort cheese in 
California will serve to provide an outlet 
for milk from goats in isolated places 
Considerable experimental work at the 
university farm dairy at Davis has demon- 
strated the fact that excellent cheese, as 
good as that which is imported, can be 
made here. The Roquefort cheese process 


as developed in France employs sheep's 
milk. Similar cheese has been made from 


cow's milk. -Its chief defect has been its 
yellow color. 
Goat's milk, which is similar to sheep's 


milk in color and body, produces Roquefort 
cheese of excellent quality and color. The 
making of goat’s milk Roquefort cheese is 
strictly a factory process and should not 
be attempted by inexperiented operators or 
when equipment for proper curing cond) 
tions is lacking. Co-operative manufactur 
ing, if properly organized, might make Cali- 

famous for its goat's milk Roque 
fort. The selling price of this cheese has 
been practically the same as for the im 
ported product. 

A record of cheese sales, both retail and 
wholesale, was kept at Davis and sufficient 
repeat orders were received to make it 
safe to conclude that the product was 
satisfactory. The University of California 
has recently issued a bulletin on the meth- 
ods employed for its manufacture. 

The goat breeders, through tiiis| market- 
ing association and through their aggres- 
sive educational campaign, certainly have 
staged a someback. The industry is on a 
more sound footing than it ever has been 
before, and who knows but that in twenty 
years from now, if Roquefort cheese manu- 
facture is developed, the goat industry 
will be almost on a par with 
dustry as we now know it?

It consists 
merely in slashing off the buds when they 
have reached a growth of three to six 
inches, and then placing them inp boxes 
about the size of those used for shipping 
At the end of the, season, the old stock 
is cut down and burned. At that time, all 
along the California coast where artichokes 
are grown, one will see in the distance the 
smoke arising from the piles of burning 
artichoke plants. When the plants are cut 


about every three years, and reset with cut- 
tings from the old plants, or small plants 
started from seed. The new plants are 
always more virile and produce better buds 
than the older ones. They are planted in 
rows about three feet apart, being placed 
two feet apart in each row. 

After the bed is established, the plants 
may be reset each year, if the grower so 
desires, by using side shoots from the base 
of the old plants. If not reset, the bed 
will continue to produce for several years, 
but will not give as large or as delicate 
a bud as will the new artichokes. 

A cousin of this plant, also sometimes 
called the “artichoke,” is being experiment- 
ed with here at present for its value as a 
sugar-producing tuber. This plant is a 
native of Canada and the upper Mississippi 
valley, and was cultivated by the Indians 
long ago for its sweet and mealy quality. 
This tuber “artichoke,” it 4s believed, may 
develop into a rival of the sugar beet, if it 
is proved that it will grow here as easily as 
will the budding artichoke of commerce. 


State Leads in Flower 
Seed Production 


GUADALUPE.—California has become 
the world’s greatest, as well as its best, 
flower seed production section. Previous to 
the World War, France and Germany pro- 
duced the largest portion of the flower seed 
grown in the world. California production 
was confined principally to sweet peas, 
though other flower seeds were grown here, 
and in other parts of the United States. 
With the coming of the war, American 
growers began experimenting. They found 
the Pacific Coast section of California 
from San Francisco south, to be ideal for 
the growing of flower seed, because of its 
abundance of sunshine and genefally ex- 
cellent climatical conditions. Cali 
seed germinates better and has better vi- 
tality than the European product. At 
present California pretty. nearly supplies 
the entire world. 

Around 1500 acres is devoted exclusively 
to flower seed growing in and around Guad 
alupe by the Walker-Franklin Seed Com- 
pany, said to be the largest wholesale dis 
tributors of flower seetl in the world. In 
the coast district from Los Angeles north 
to San Francisco, there are several other 
firms engaged in the growing of flower 
seed. The John Bodger Company, which 
has fields around El Monte and south of 
Los Angeles, also farms about 150 acres 
near Lompoc, where swéet peas are the 
principal crop. Antone C.. Zvolanek & 
Sons are exclusive sweet pea growers of 
the Lompoc section. In the Floradale sec 
tion of the Lompoc Valley the Burpee Com- 
pany of Philadelphia has about 200 acres on 
which it grows flower seed, mostly sweet 
peas. Farther north, in the Hollister and 
San Juan valleys of Santa Clara county, 
the C. C. Morse Company and the Peters- 
Wheeler Seed Company operate. They 
grow flower seed on a moderate scale, prin- 
cipally sweet peas, making a specialty 
of vegetable seed.

ONTARIO.—J. B. Southwell, manager of 
the Ontario plant of the California Co-op- 
erative Canneries, the largest institution of 
its kind in the world, bas announced that 
the outlook for a bumper apricot and peach 
crop in Ontario district during the coming 
summer is the best since the record year 
of 1922. Mr. Southwell also expressed the 
opinion that prices will be good. He said 
that men are now busy at the big Ontario 
plant, getting everything in shape for a 
record deciduous fruit run during the com- 
ing season.

Yet, the efforts at reducing are 
seriously frustrated. not the candy tt- 
self which has added to the adipose tissue. 
The amount of refined sweets or starches ts 
hardly sufficient to do the damage but where 
the ill effects are produced is in the dis 
turbed metabolisin which in turn prevents 
normal elimination. One ounce of refined 
sweets is sufficient to prevent the oxidation 
of perhaps a pound of obese tissue. 

It is because the one plece of candy has 
prevented the eliminative organs from oxi- 
dizing the fatty tissue of the bodythat the 
harmful effect of refined sweets in a reduc- 
ing program is apparent. The truth is that 
the one plece of candy is responsible for 
one pound of fat. 

If persons afflicted with adipose tissue 
were to understand merely this, the rigors 
of dietetic training in the effort to reduce 
would be lessened. For one attempting to 
reduce there is no justification ethically or 
physiologically in the “just one little piece 
of candy can't do me any harm.”
